“absolutely essential” information 
as to the “broad lines” and “im- 
portant details” of the unemploy- 
ment insurance project, went for- 
ward to Ottawa yesterday and was 
released here last night. 


“Quebec is in favor of collabor- 
Btion and co-operation but is 
firmly and decidedly against 
legislative union,” said the letter. 

Premier Duplessis suggested “it 
would be possible to establish a 
system of national unemploy- 
ment insurance without infring- 
ing upon the rights of the prov- 
ince. 

“For instance,” his letter ex- 
plained, “every province could 
pass concurring or enabling legis- 
lation, as it has been done many 
times in the past, and there are, 
also, other ways of realizing the 
said insurance which would safe- 
guard provincial autonomy.” 


NATIONAL PROBLEM 

It noted “you consider unem- 
ployment a national problem, the 
financial burden of which. rests 
mainly upon Ottawa; accordingly,

“The program of productive 
Public works,” continued the 
Premier's communication, “which 
we suggested to your govern- 
ment months ago, would go 8 
long way to achieve these desir- 
able ends. 

“The disappearance of present 
unemployment ,would largely con- 
tribute towards the solidity and 
stability of a system of insurance 
against future unemployment.” 


“SOUND SYSTEM”

ON CANADIAN | 
WOMAN'S RIGHT 


May Retain’ Canadian Citi-| 
senship Whatever Her | 
Husband May Be 


OTTAWA, Nov; 25.—By virtue of 
regulations effective since January, 
1932, a Canadian woman marrying 
a foreigner may retain her Cana- 
dian citizenship if she elects to do 
90. Her Canadian status is aband- 
oned only if she chooses to adopt 
the nationality of her husband. 

Attention of government officials 
was drawn today to information 
given the British House of Com- 
mons Monday by Foreign Secret- 
ary Anthony Eden when he ex- 
pressed the opinion Canada had not 
adopted legislation of this type. 


Mr. Eden told the house of the 
Australian and New Zealand 4 


islation providing a British woman, 
although married to a foreigner, 
may elect to retain, while in those 
countries, her full citizenship rights. 

Prior to January, 1932, a Cana- 
dian woman marrying a foreigner 
sacrificed her Canadian citizenship 
and took that of her husband. This 
gave rise to a serious difficulty 
when ‘United States passed legisla- | 
tion under which a British woman 
marrying an American citizen did 
not automatically become an 
American citizen. 


HAD NO NATION 


Result of this situation was that 
many Canadian women marrying 
American citizens found them- 
selves without a country. They 
could not have passports to leave 
the country and had no nationality. 

At present, unless she files the 
necessary application to take the 
citizenship of her husband, a Cana- | 
dian woman marrying a foreigner | 
may retain her full rights to cit- 
izenship. Similar legislation was 
adopted in England in 1933, offi- | 
cials here stated. |

“In their attitude to the great

affecting to despise it, like some 
Greek of the decadence who 
chipped away the nose of a marble 
statue in order to make the Goths 
laugh.”

A GOOD CAUSE 

The city council did the sensible thing in 
agreeing to pay rent and supply utility services 
for the building in which young men and women 
are to be trained under the Dominion-provincial 
training plan. The cost is calculated to be $567.50, 
while the Governments are appropriating $42,500 
for the training courses in the urban centres of 
the province. With the city making this con- 
tribution, the Governments’ appropriations will 
provide training for 300 more youths than could 
otherwise be taken care of. 

Evidently the training course is popular with 


over total 1,800, with 400 from Edmonton and 
the surrounding country. So good a cause de- 
serves help from the city, and also from private 
parties—to whom the gas company has given a 
good lead by offering to heat the men’s building 
free of charge. 


THE BETTER WAY 
After being dead-locked for weeks, Calgary's 
council has finally appointed a commissioner to 
fill out the unexpired term of the late Commis- 
sioner Hughes. The election of new aldermen 
last week may have had something to do with 
action replacing inaction, 


But a point of more than local significance is 
that each party group in the council—there are

Without claiming any special freedom from 
partisanship to have distinguished past councils 
in Edmonton, it may be stated that the choosing 
of commissioners has not in this city been a 
matter of party warfare. It is to be hoped it 
never will be. Qualifications, rather than politi- 
cal color or pull, is the basis on which executive 
Officials should be chosen. 


PROMPT ACTION DESIRABLE 
Premier Pattullo of British Columbia is ask- 
ing the legislature of that province to endorse a 


proposed amendment to the British North Amer- | 


ica Act which would give the Dominion power 
to institute the proposed national unemployment 


insurance scheme. Two or three other provincial | 


governments have also indicated their assent to 
the proposal. The rest, it may be assumed, are 
not opposed to the Dominion undertaking the 
responsibility of operating the insurance scheme, 
but want to be sure the amendment of the B.N.A. 
Act would not curtail provincial powers in other 
directions. 

It is to be hoped these doubts and fears may 
be dispelled, the hesitant ones make up their 
minds, and the assent of all the provinces given 
in time for action at the coming session of par- 
liament. Time is important in dealing with the 
unemployment question in a constructive way, 
and in any case a year will likely elapse before 
the insurance plan can be got in operation. To 
prevent parliament acting at the coming session 
would prolong the present make-shift dole sys- 
tem for another year, and nobody can want that. 


LITTLE IMPROVEMENT 

The Dominion Government, it now transpires, 
proposes to cut $5,000 a month off the contribu- 
tion made from the federal! treasury to the exten- 
sion of “direct relief” in Alberta, thereby re- 
ducing the monthly grants from $130,000 to 
$125,000. The view at Ottawa evidently is that 
unemployment in Alberta has diminished by up- 
wards of 4 per cent over the last year. Which 
conclusion, it is to be supposed, is based on in- 


formation gathered by the National Employment | 


Commission. 

If the calculation is correct, it establishes 
more definitely than has before been done how 
far this province is lagging behind most of the 
others in getting its unemployed residents back 
to work. No doubt the grant would have been 
slashed more heavily if there had been any 
statistical basis for thinking the improvement 
had been more than the proposed cut indicates. 


| 


The province cannot very well stand out for | 


continuance of the former grants without plead- 
ing that there has been no improvement at all 
in the unemployment situation. 

The serious feature is not the $5,000 reduction 
in grants, but the implied admission that the 
need of “direct relief” is only fractionally less 
in this province than it was @ year ago. 


A BOYCOTT WOULDN'T HELP 

Proposals that Canadians boycott Japanese 
goods, as one way to help Chins, or hamper 
Japan's military operations and speed the restor- 
ation of peace in the Orient, lends interest to an 
Ottawa despatch stating that Japan has been 
Canada's fourth best customer during the first 
seven months of the present fiscal year. 

Its purchases from the Dominion in that time 
have Been 34.3 per cent greater than during the 
corresponding period last year. But they only 
amounted in all to $15,600,000, a “flea bite” of our 
total sales abroad of $670,000,000. 

While the despatch gives no figures on the 
other side of the account, Canada’s purchases 
from Japan have in past years been running 
Sen 0 garter to a half of Japanese purchases 


in this country, and it is safe to surmise our 
imports during the seven months have not 
amounted to more than $10,000,000, 

Loss of that trifling amount of its foreign 
gales would make no appreciable difference to 
the Japanese exchequer, and do little to dislocate 
the industrial life from which it drives the 
money to prosecute the war. A boycott on the 
part of Canada alone would obviously do more 
harm to Canada than to Japan; and since the war 
appears to be over, would be quite ineffective 
in hastening the conclusion of peace or securing 
terms favorable to China. 


MUSIC IN EDMONTON 


The Calgary Albertan recently lamented the 
lagging of music and musical interest and the 
cessation of activities of several leading musical 
organizations in the city which it serves. It 
mentions the stoppage of the Calgary Symphony 
Orchestra, the Calgary Light Opera Society, and 
others. 

Edmonton has good reason to feel well satis- 
fied with its musical season and the maintenance 
of interest in the various activities. 

True, the Edmonton Symphony Orchestra has 
had to suspend operations through lack of 
finances. But the Civic Operatic Society is 
flourishing, and on Friday and Saturday of this 
week is presenting Charles Gounod’s opera 
“Faust” which has been produced more than 
5,000 times at Covent Garden in London. 
The Women's Musical Club on Wednesday night 
brought Rosa Tentoni, soprano of the Metro- 
politan Opera Association in New York, in one 
of a series of five “Celebrity Concerts” for this 
season. 

A school-boys’ band of more than 50 members 
has been organized. The Musical Club regular 
recitals are matters of prime musical interest. 
The Social Creait forces are in the process of 
organizing a large band. Most of the militia units 
have bands. The University of Alberta has both 
a band and an orchestra, and its operatic society 
is preparing to produce Gilbert and Sullivan's 
“The Gondoliers.” 

On all sides there is music and musical acti- 
vity in Edmonton. It may be hoped there will be 
a revival of activity in Calgary, as musical 
standards in that city always have been splendid. 


Fifty Years Ago

Current Comment 


UNION OF DEMOCRACIES 


Sinclair Lewis, American govelist, has sug- 
gested that the United States enter a defensive 
alliance with other democratic countries in view 
of the pact that has been consummated by 
Germany, Italy and Japan. Mr. Lewis says he 
cannot see how the United States, Great Britain 
France and the Scandinavian countries can 
avoid forming sucha “counter-bloc.” 


Here arises a balance-of-power system with 
the opposing forces lining up behind two dif- 
ferent systems of government. 

Fascism is extending itself with the support 
of Germany, Italy and Japan. Spain may 
tumble into the Fascist cauldron, China may 
follow under Japanese domination in the event 
of Japan increasing her power and influence in 
China. This would make a Fascist phalanx of 
virtually world-wide nature, and on top of Jap- 
anese conquest of China might come further 
Japanese aggression in the Pacific. This, as in 
the case of Japan's onslaught upon China today, 
might easily have the blessing of world Fascism. 

The democratic countries may have to band 
together, as Mr. Lewis suggests. Otherwise they 
may find themselves broken down one by one.

A FLEXIBLE CONSTITUTION 


The suggestion from Ottawa that the Domin- 
ion Government would like to have all the prov- 
inces—or, failing that, a substantial majority-— 
approve its proposed unemployment insurance 
scheme raises interesting constitutional prob- 
lems. 


There is a theory of Confederation, known as 
the compact theory, which holds that the Brit- 
ish North America Act is both a constitution 
and a contract, and that, being a contract, it 
can not be changed without the consent of all 
the parties to it—that is, of all the provinces. 


Such a theory would demand complete unan- 
imity on every point of change, and as conditions 
are hardly likely ever to be uniform across our 
wide-spreading Dominion, it would make con- 
stitutional amendmént almost an impossibility 
and give Canada the most rigid Constitution in 
the world. 


The compact theory, though advanced from 
time to time, and though played with by both 
the great political parties, has never been ac- 
cepted, out and out, by either. It would be a 
most dangerous theory for any party to accept, 
for it would put the party in a straight-jacket. 

Some fundamental rights there are which 
might well be held to be inalienable save with 
the unanimous consent of all the provinces. But 
on other matters—such matters as unemploy- 
ment insurance—there should be the greatest 
freedom, consistent with stability. Certainly on 
questions of this nature, no small minority of 
the provinces should be. allowed to veto the 
plans of the majority.—Vancouver Province. 


REASON IT OUT 

It is quite true that the Dominion of Canada 
was formed by three provinces which became 
four, and others were added, but it is also true 
that the original three provinces which at con- 
federation became four undertook certain obli- 
gations. Whether these have been fully carried 
out is beside the point. The Dominion of Canada 
exists, and has become a self-governing domin- 
ion. That is as much a fact as the existence of 
each province, whether the original three or the 
group that now extends from coast to coast. A 
citizen may be a New Brunswicker, an Ontarian, 
a British Columbian or live in some other prov- 
ince, but at the same time he is a Canadian. 

There have been, as in Alberta, some who 
seem to think a province can be independent of 
the rest of the Dominion. There are those who 
prophesy the falling apart of the Dominion. It 
has almost become a habit with some people to 
despair of Canada. Its problems, racial, pro- 
vincial and others, they hold, cannot be solved. 
Surely that is a strange assertion to make about 
a Dominion which has accomplished so much 
since 1867. The people will be very unwise to 
give serious heed to the calamity howlers. 


Who would expect so vast a country with so 
Sparse a population, and with racial problems to 
be solved, to get on without rumblings of discon- 
tent and of provincialism? 


Perhaps it is well to set forth difficulties in 
order that the people, especially the young, may 
better understand them. Perhaps it is well to ask 
those who preach disunity what their particular 
province would gain by severing relations with 
the other provinces. Let all the grievances be 
aired, but let it be done fairly, with the interests 
of the Dominion and the Empire in view. An 
isolated province woyld be ridiculous. An 
isolated Dominion would be the prey of pre- 
datory nation or nations. The Canadian people 
as a whole should know where strength and 
safety lie—Saint John, New Brunswick, Tele- 
graph-Journal, 


DOMINION CREDIT GOOD 

A surplus of $33,372,000 for the first seven 
months of the fiscal year is reported from Otta- 
wa. The financial position of the government is 
more favorable than was anticipated at the 
time of the last budget, and the good reports that 
have been coming from the treasury department 
no doubt had something to do with the reception 
given the Dominion $100,000,000 refunding loan 

a few days ago. It was quickly taken up and 
Fm over-substcribed. Not only had the state- 
ments of revenue and expenditure indicated the 
possibility of the budget being balanced this 
year, but the Finance Minister, in meeting the 
maturities of $122,799,000, was refunding only 
$100,000,000 and was paying off the balance, a 
fairly good chunk. 

Mr. Dunning has reason to be well satisfied 
with the refunding operation. The treasury will 
also benefit from the fact that the new bonds 
will be subjected to the income tax, the old 
bonds having been exempt.—Winnipeg Free 
Press. 


TELEVISION IN BRITAIN 

The Television transmitter at Alexander Pal- 
ace was, officially, one year old on November 
2. On that day, twelve months ago, the Post- 
master-General opened the station and started 
the first television public entertainment service 
in the world. 

The progress during twelve months has been 
very great. When the tall transmitting aerial, 
whose top is six hundred feet above sea-level, 
first began to send out signals, British television 
was about a year shead of that in any other 
country.

Your Health

Not long ago I gave a broadcast on the sub- 
ject of “See the Favorable Side,” and many who 
listened to that talk have asked that I make a 
digest of it and publish it as a newspaper article. 
This article is the response to those requests. 

Standing in a book store one evening and idly 

turning the pages of the books displayed, I hap- 
pened to see this sentence: “See the Favorable 
Side.” I do not even remember the name of the 
book, but the message contained in those four 
words has stuck in my mind. .° 
, “See the favorable side’—what does that 
mean to you? Does it mean looking for the good 
things in your life, does it mean looking for the 
favorable qualities within yourself—or what 
does it mean? That thing is favorable to you 
which is in your favor, which is to your advan- 
tage, which is kind and friendly. Therefore, the 
favorable side is the side where you have an ad- 
vantage. A very simple way to say it, is to say 
it is the good side. 

How many of you ever sit down and figure up 
all the good things you have in your lives? Most 
of you would discover that life is kind to you in 
many ways, but do you appreciate that kindness? 

One of the most common of human failings 
is to keep the attention upon the few things we 
have to do without and to overlook all of the 
many favorable things which we enjoy from day 
to day. We are like the mother who declared 
each time one of the children became sick that 
when the child was well she was going to rejoice 
in the health of that child. When the child’ was 
sick and its little face was feverish, wheri it 
tossed restlessly in bed, she wished with all her 
heart that it could be well again and wondered 
why she did not appreciate the well days when 
she had them. That is the way she feels when 
the child is sick, but when the child recovers she 
forgets to be thankful every day because the 
youngster is once more strong and vigorous. 

Do not wait until the good thing is taken 
away before you rejoice in it, but form the habit 
of being grateful as you go along.

Go back 
through the day and count up all the favorable 
things. Just before you go to sleep, be thankful 
for the great blessing of life itself. Be full of 
gratitude for the fact that you are alive, that you 
have this great privilege of expressing the life 
force within you. Just have the feeling that some 
great power in the univorse has done you a favor 
in letting you taste this state called life, which 
may be made so wonderful by looking for the 
good things and dwelling upon them. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION—R. A. asks: “What causes the 
eyes to swell when one is sleeping? What can 
be done to prevent this?” 

ANSWER: It would be difficult to determine 
the exact cause of the eyes swelling while sleep- 
ing without first examining the patient. This 
may be an indication of some local irritation or 
it may be caused by some form of kidney trouble. 
A careful examination would be advisable. 

QUESTION—G. F. writes: “Please tell me 
what to do for ulcers in the mouth. The tonics 
from doctors only seem to give temporary relief, 
and the ulcers return in only a few weeks after 
getting rid of them.” 

ANSWER: Chronic mouth ulcers are due to 
wrong habits of eating which produce an over- 
acidity of the gastric juice. The ulcers may be 
expected to return periodically until you learn 
to correct the hyperacidity of your stomach, by 
using a better diet. 

QUESTION—Mrs. K. S. writes: “My little boy 
has a continuous discharge from the nose, espe- 
cially the left side. How can I remedy this?” 

ANSWER: A correct diet, free from catarrh- 
producing foods, will stop the cause of the dis- 
charge. Temporary help can be received through 
the use of the ultra-violet light applied directly 


in the nose through suitable applicators.

ONDON, Eng. — (By Mail) — 

Above all things one should | 
avoid being @ “joint torffeasor” in 
this country, particularly in a libel | 
action. Joint tortfeasors are co- 
defendants, all equally liable for 
the wrong done, | 
and the success- 
ful plaintiff may 
choose any one of 
them he likes and 
collect the whole 
amount of the 
damages awarded 
from him. 

Formerly that 
‘was the end of 
the matter The 
other joint tort- 
feasors got off 
scot free. The sel- 
ected victim had 
no remedy against 
them. He might have been the least 
culpable of the defendants but that 
made no difference. 

The law was changed two years 
ago, however, and now the joint 
tortfeasor who has to pay for all 
the right to sue the other joint 
‘tortfeasor, the court deciding what 
proportions of the damages each, in 
view of all the circumstances, 
should be assessed. 

The ection brought by Lord 
Camrose and the Daily Telegraph

OWN New York way the Anti-Nazi boys are moving in on what Is left 

of Mike (Promoter) Jacobs’ hair. The cause of this latest pop-off is 

the arrival of Herr Maxie Schmeling for two or three fights to tune him 
up for next summer's title bout with Joe Louis. 

Samuel Untemayer, president of the Anti-Nazi League, is very polite 
and concise in launching his drive to boycott any activity in which Det 
Maxie might make himself any American dollars. Says Sarfuel: “Our 
reasons for this action have been stated before. Max Schmeling is a citi- 
zen of Nazi-Germany and on his return there will take with him the 
money he earns. It is not against Schmeling personally or because he is 
a German, but because whether he wins or loses the result of the fight 
will be to take American money to Germany and to that extent destroy 
the efficiency of our boycott on that nation.” 


There you have the position of the Anti-Nazi League, that proved 
strong enough last summer to put worry lines on the brows of the 
boys that were backing the propoced Braddock-Schmeling title bout 
and provide Mike Jacobs with a swell excuse to match Louis against 


Braddock in Chicago. 


It would seem that Der Maxie’s crying need just now is not a corps 
of sparring partners and trainers, but a squad of first class diplomats, Time 
was in the fight game when the ability to beat 99 per cent of the other 
fighters in your division was enough to put you within euffing distance 
of the championship and in worthwhile money. But it isn't so any more, 
Nowadays you have to come from the right country, the right political 
party, know the right guys and generally walk along a course that would 
make a veteran diplomat like Anthony Eden dizzy, The sock in your 
right hand appears to be a mere incidental. 

Schmeling could easily get the boycott lifted from his fights if he 
would settle down and become an American citizen, but that would be 
a deadly insult to Herr Hitler and Maxie would probably find his exten- 
sive estate in Germany had suddenly been forfeited to the state. The 
Anti-Nazi boycott on a heavyweight title fight in New York might lop a 
couple hundred thousand bucks off the gross receipts. 

Mike Jacobs, who likes these bucks as well as you or I, would like to 
move the fight out to the middle west or the Pacific Coast, where the 
Jewish influence is not so strong, but he too is ham strung. A heavy- 
weight title fight means big business for hotels, cafes, night clubs, taxi 
companies and transport lines in the city chosen as the scene. Pressure 
has been brought on the New York Boxing Commission by these business 
interests to keep the next heavyweight title fight in the vicinity of 
Gotham. The commission has told Jacobs the fight must be in New York 
or he will have plenty of future trouble on his hands.
